The Bishop, 
as an individual, could de no more to 
express his Church's and his own detesta- 
tion of the crime of murder, and his act 
will have the sincere approval of all God- 
fearing Irishmen. It would be unfair to 
Dr. Cohalan to separate this decree from 
his sermon on Sunday in Cork Cathedral. 


‘reprisals. “Murder,’’ he said, “is murder 
and arson is arson,” by whomsoever com- 
mitted, With that verdict no honest man 
can quarrel. Reprisals, even when com- 
mitted under the direst provocation, are 
utterly wrong. As the quality of mercy 
blesses, so reprisals injure, both him that 
gives and him that takes. Reprisals, 
however, are the direct outcome of 
murder: their relation to it is that of 
the chicken to the egg. There were no 
reprisals before the murders began. On 
the contrary, it was not until forty-one 
servants of the Crown had been done foully 
to death in the present year that the first 
case of real or alleged reprisals was re- 
ported. The stoppage of murder is the 
i natural Sure for reprisals; and, perhaps, 
it will be the only certain cure so long 
as to men maddened by the loss of com- 
rades, and living in imminent peril of 
assassination, reprisals seem to reduce the 
chances of murder. “It was a safe ex- 
ploit,” said Dr. Cohalan, “to murder a 
policeman from behind a screen ; and until 
reprisals began there was no danger to 
the general community.” If the Bishop s 
-decree stops murder in the Diocese of 
Cork, the fear of reprisals will céase to 
keep a solitary member of his flock awake 
at might. He ‘will have done a splendid 
service to his owh people, to his own 
Church, and to the whole country. from 
every moral, every social, and ‘every 
political point of view. We venture to 
hope that every one of Dr. Cohalan’s 
colleagues in the Hierarchy will follow his 
example. A general censure of excom- 
munication upon the crime of murder 
would make a tremendous appeal to the 
national conscience. It would be the first 
and most powerful contribution to the new 
atmosphere in which murder could not 
exist—the only atmosphere in which any 
project of political settlement can hope to 
thrive. The Roman Catholic bishops’ in- 
fluence in Irish affairs is still very great, 
and it is equalled to-day by the measure 
of their opportunity. 


Frivolous Finance. 
Yesterday the Secretary of State for War 
issued a supplementary estimate for 
£39,750,000. The demand ought not to 
be granted without the strictest in- 
quiry. The memorandum which accom- 
panies the estimates is full of con- 
viction. There has been a terrible rising 
in Mesopotamia.

When Mr. Chamberlain opened 
his Budget last spring he could not possibly 
have foreseen the course of events in the 
Middle East. Therefore, the fact that his 
Army Estimates have been exceeded by a

Tara, the latter boat being known as Hibernia 
ore she was taken over by the Admiralty. 
Owing to the war the building of the new 
vessels was delayed, but the work was pro- 
ceeded with after the armistice, and the second 
of the four has been completed—the Hibernia. 
The new steamer is built to Lloyd's special 
class for cross-Channel service, and to the latest 
Board of Trade regulations. It is certified to 
carry 1,414 passengers—936 first class and 476 
third class passengers, with a crew of 

The most up-to-date appliances prov iding for 
the safety of the passengers have been in- 
stalled, these including Marconi wireless in- 
stallation, with emergency dynamo piaeed on 
the boat ‘deck, and capable of supplying light- 
ing throughout the vessel in case of fathure ol 
the main dynamo; submarine signalling 
apparatus, and Stones’ system of hydraulically 
operated water-tight doors, which can be econ: 
trolled directly from the nav igating bridge by 
the officer on watch. The steering gear is ot 
Brown Brothers’ type, with the makers’ patent 
telemotor control. Sleeping accommodation is 
arranged for about 210 first class passengers in 
state-rooms and large cabins, and the comfort 
of the passengers has been ensured by the pro- 
vision of exceptionally wide sleeping berths. 
The first class ladies’ cabin ie situated next to 
the saloon, the panelling being painted white, 
with cushions upholstered in velvet. Leading 
off this is a large range of two-berth peers y 
rooms, reserved ‘for m Fá 'The first class 
smoke room is situated in the deckhouse on 
the awning deck, and is panelled in oak, in 
old English style, with small wainscot paneis 
and old-fashioned brass lanterns, fitted for 
electric light. Next to the smoke room is the 
entlemen’s deck cabin—a large apartment, 
fitted with an ornamental central dome over 
head. 

The large deckhouse on the awning deck, to- 
gether with the spaces on the main and lower 
decks, amidships and aft, are fitted up for the 
accommodation of passengers. Among the 
state-rooms on the awning deck are a number ot 
special rooms, furnished to ensure the greatest 
possible comfort for passerigers. The firet class 
dining saloon, situated on the main deck, pro- 
vides accommodation for nearly 70 persons, 
mostly at small tables. The design of tais 
room, as also of the other public rooms ana 
special state-rooms in the vessel, has been in 
the hands of Messrs. G. A. Crawley and Partners, 
the well-known London architects. The accom- 


modation for third class passengers is ex- 
ceptionally good, and is fitted aft on the 
awning main, and lower decks. 

The ship in every detail is admirable, and

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SHOOTING AFFAIR IN CAVAN 
BARRACKS. 


SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST YOUNG 
SOLDIER. i 


A «hooting affair in « Cavan barrackroom 
was the subject of a General Coudrtmartial in 
Victoria Bararcks, Belfast, yesterday, when a 
young soldier, Private Thomas Constable, let 
Batt. Norfolk Regiment, was charged with hav- 
ing on the 120th September last mtrdered 
Private Frank Basil Catchpole, of the Norfolks. 
In a second count he was charged with man- 
slanghter. 

The Prosecutor, in stating the facts, said that 
some conversation took place in the barrack- 
room, and a remark was made by the deceased, 
referring to the accused to the effecs, * ‘Look at 
his eyes ; they are like looking glasses.’ Accused 
then said, “I will shoot you,” and a witness 
would say that the accused then tock his 
rifle, opened the bolt, and closed it, putting a 
round in. the breach. He then put the rifle at 
his hip, and fired, and the bullet struck Catch-
